they wished to have liberty here which I told 
them them they should not have they went into 
the Forecastle where I spiked them down for 
the night fully determined to bring the matter 
to an issue in the morning, thinking I had 
plenty of good help my end of the ship 
(But alas) to my utter astonishment in the 
morning found myself and first and 2'^'^ officers 
contending with 20 men about 1/2 or more 
in a state of mutiny forward comprised 
of foremast hands. The remainder being of the 
steerage gangs not fairly refused duty but 
already in case they find out whether they are 
going to have liberty or not before I go to the 
Arctic which I do not choose or feel compelled 
to make known. I unclosed the forecastle and 
asked them their mind, they replied it was the 
same Feeling myself under somewhat 
embarrassed circumstances and thinking 
a few words from the Consul would put all 
matters right deemed it the most advisable 

to tack again at_accordingly wore 

ship made sail and headed in with very 

light airs. According to my 1 officer statement 

in whom I have the utmost confidence the 

affair commenced thus yesterday afternoon 

while my Bark was in the Bay, owing to the 

baffling airs and calms got drifted to the lee side of the 



Bay. Finding the Bark on a lee shore and 
little prospects of wind enough to work off thought 
it prudent to man the Boats and tow in order 

to_the Bark in stays. Accordingly the boats 

were ordered down and lacking a man in one of them 
the 1 officer ordered one John Pigott to jump in¬ 
to the boat which he refused to do saying 
that he did not belong to that boat, The mate 
told him he belonged to any boat in such a case 
he started forward, The mate asked him if he was going 
to get in, he said no. You refuse duty then, do 
you? he replied yes. The mate ordered him forward 
until I came on board. The rest kept to duty until I 
came on board, stood out to sea during the night 
This forenoon mustered them all and read the shipping 
articles to them and gave them half an hour to 
deliberate when they still refused wishing to see 
the Consul and abide by his decision 

Thursday 12 with a fine breeze from south and 
westerly stood in towards the Harbour where we 
arrived about dusk, spent the evening 
with Samuel. In the morning went a- 
shore to see the Consul took him on board 
about 2 0 clock. Called the 12 who refused 
duty into the Cabin and stated to them that at 
the request of the Captain He had called on 
board as it was their wish to see him and now 
wanted to hear the complaints which they 
had to offer. They replied that they had 
no complaints to enter but that they wanted 
liberty, that they had been out 6 mo. and it was 
time they had liberty and they were going to have 
it or do no duty. The Consul told them that 
He could do nothing for them with regard to 



Bark Awashonks at Valparaiso in a 

with regard to to giving liberty, but 

that it was discretionary with the Captain 

whether they had liberty or not, or where, 

when, and how much. They replied we 

want our liberty here we know it is 

time we had liberty, we are 6 months out 

and we do no more duty until we do have 

it. I told them plainly that they should 

have no liberty here, neither would I tell 

them whether they should ever have any or 

not. The Consul talked to them 

to try to persuade them to return to their 

duty but they would not and dismissed 

them for the present. By his request the 

Boat steerers 4**^ mate etc. were called down and 

question as to their complaints. They stated 

that they did not refuse duty, but did not 

want to go to sea with half a complement 

of men12 hands having refused duty 

and if they were compelled to go to duty here 

they might refuse duty in the middle of 

the season in the Artie etc. Finding 

that 2/3 of my crew were determined to 

have liberty here or no duty and likewise 

that all arguments between the Consul and 

them were of no avail I sent a boat to 

the American ship and requested the Captain 

to come on board as I would like a little 

advice it being an extreme case. They 

came on board as follows Captain West of the 

Canada. Smith of the Eliza Adams. Taber 

of the Alice Frazier and Russell from on 

shore After giving them sufficient time 

to reflect questioned them for the last time
